The bill in Its am ended form pro­ 
vides for publicity, not only before and 
alter elections, but in the ease of pri­ 
mary as well as general elections. It 
applies both to candidates 
for 
the 
United S tates senate and nom inees for 
the house of representatives. T he bill 
has been passed by the house and will 
now go to conference. 
The present 
publicity law provides only for a state­ 
ment of expenditures after elections 
and does not apply to candidates for 
the senate. 
The house bill was finally am ended 
by the senate. One of the am endm ents 
adopted extends the law to (over the 
full 
p u b lidty contributions and ex­ 
penses at prim ary elections as well as 
general elections and for publicity be 
foie ami alter elections. 
An am endm ent offered by Senatot 
Reed, of Missouri, aroused much in­ 
terest. 
It seeks to put a lim itation on 
the Amount of money that every ca n ­ 
didate for senator or representative 
ma> expend and In other ways broad­ 
ens the scope of the bill. T he Reed 
am endm ent 
enacts 
trial 
the 
total 
am ount of money expended by any 
candidate to influence 
an 
election 
-hall not exceed ten cents for each 
voter, and that he shall not be perm it­ 
ted to expend a sum in excess of what 
is lawfully allowed by the legislature 
of the state in which he Is a candi­ 
date. 
that a candidate for United 
States senator shall not contribute any 
money iii aid of the election of a 
mem ber of the legislature of his own 
state, and that in no event shall a can 
didate for the United S tates sen ate ex 
jiend m ore than $ 1 0 ,non or a candidate 
foi the house of representatives more 
than $5 '»oo to influence his election. 
The hill as it left the acuate and 
will go to conference of 
the 
tw’o 
houses requires publicity by the treas­ 
urer of every political com m ittee not 
more than fifteen and not less than 
en days liefore an election at which 
representatives in congress are to be 
< lee fed in tw o or more states. A full 
-tatem ent of each contribution and 
the nam e and address of the person, 
firm, association or com m ittee con 
trihuting.
